YEARS) WITH THE ULTIMATE OBJECTIVE BEIHKAEQUIPING PAKISTAN 
CUSTOMS SO THAT THEY MAY EFFECTIVELY PERFORM THEIR ANTI 
NARCOTIC FUNCTION FROM THE EASTERN PAKISTAN/INDIA 
BORDER TO THE ARAB EMIRATES. MODEST EQUIPMENT 
GRANTS SHOULD BE PROGRAMMED ON A YEARLY BASIS CONSISTENT 
WITH INCREASED COMMITMENTS AND PROGRESS ON THE PART

20. KARACHI RESIDENT OFFICE COMMENTS AND RECOMMENDATIONS: 
PRATICALLY IT IS DIFFICULT AT BEST TO SEPARATE 

THE NARCOTIC ENFORCEMENT FUNCTION FROM THE GENERAL 
SMUGGLING FUNCTION OF A CUSTOMS UNIT ANYWHERE IN THE
